In a further brief item elsewhere in the same issue 
of B orba , under a New York dateline, it is stated that 
the ' Loa Aqga^ea New s reported that Artukovic was discovered 
in Los Angeles and printed a picture of the house in which 
he lives with the captions "In this house lives a man 
accused of the murder of a million people Q " 
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
